BORlAtt FOR OIL.

The Derrick and the Rest of the Rig
on Flat Rock Completed How

It Looks.

The first thing a stranger sees
when coming into the Union Depot
in this city, from any direction, is an
imposing structure, 82 feet in height,
over twenty feet squiire at the bot-

tom tapering of almost to a point.
Around the base of the structure arc
coils of rope.pilesof iron. and other ap-

pliances used ia boring deep holes, for
gas, oil or coal. The location selected
by the Mining company to sink the
well is an admirable one.. Water is

supplied the boiler from ihe woiks of
the Salamder Fire Brick company,
two hundred feet west of Flat Rock,
the scene of operations. Perfect
drainage is secured by means of a
natural branch running near the bor
ing plant.

All of the machinery used in sink-

ing this hole is run by an se

power Ajax eDgine. to which steam is
supplied from a se power
boiler. The power at the drill is
gained directly from an immense
wheel ten and a half feet in diamater
which is connected by belting to the
engine, llie cahie rope usea in
drilling, not to speak of the innumer-
able ropes in use for other purposes,
weighs 2,510 pounds, and was Kent

here directly fron the factory in
Philadelphia. A fully equipped tool
dressing shop is erected on the
ground, managed by Mr. Miller, of
Pennsylvania, who has superintended
all the preliminary operations. This
shop is an absolute necessity, "S drills
often need attention too often, in
fact, to go to a shop at a distance for
repair. The complete rig derrick,
belt house, engine house, boiler shed
and walking beam has been put up in

a week by Messrs Davis aud Alt, rig
builders, of Washington, Pa., assist-

ed by a corps of Mexico carpenters.
In wells of the depth this one is to

be made, work is continued without
a stop, except on Sunday, night er
day, lequiiing two men at the drill
all the time, not including the tool
dresser. Crowds visit the ground
every day, and are well repaid for
their trouble, more especially he who
has never seen the workings in the
oil regions of the United States.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 1. The
city of Los Angeles-i-t- he Angels is
situated about 400 miles south of
San Francisco, is a small village of
adobe houses and tub huts, and with-
in the period of 5 years, swelled to a
city of nearly mty-Bv- e thousand in- -

uaoitants. vv itnin live years more
we expect to have 100,000 and more.
The fertility of its soil within its
immediate vicinity is hardly parallel
ed by any other section in the world.
The orange groves and vineyards of
Los Angeles have won a world-wid- e

reputation. Anything that will grow
ou earth can be produced here, and
many things grow unceasingly all tbe
year round. Tropical fruits are
produced in abundance, and the cli-

mate is surely oue of the finest in the
world. The heat ia seldom excessive
and the winters a "joy forever;"
there are no fires to build ; fruits,
vegetables and flowers all the year.
350 beautiful sunshiny days out of
a possible 3G5.

Wo hnce
steamship connection with the whole
coast.

Five cable cars are in operation,
and three electric motors are being
built ; horse cars extend in every di-

rection.
Living is no more expensive in

Los Angeles than in Mexico, Mo. A

change of climate can be bad here in
six hours by anyone and at any time,
so the health and wishes of almott
anyone can be accommodated tn this
conntry. Los Acgeles is not as gen-

erally supposed, a mushroom city,
springing into being like a bubble
and probably as suddenly to disap-
pear ; on the contrary, Los Angeles is

the city of homes, she stands perman-

ent in the far west as a metropolis.
Her manifold natural advantages to-

gether with increasing streams of
visitors pouring io daily from all
parts of the world, make retrogres-
sion impossible, and a steady growth
certain. Nothing but starvation
would cause me to leave Southern
California.
